Everyone at Leigh 
Centurions was saddened to 
hear of the passing of our 
former kitman and Leigh 
Colts coach, William (Billy) 
Johnson on December 27, 
2019 at the age of 86. We 
would like to pass on our 
sincere condolences to his 
family at this sad time. 

A very popular man who was 
well known in the town 
through his involvement in 
rugby league and football, Billy 
began his long association 
with the club in the 1980s 
when he coached the club’s 
Colts team. Two of his children 
- Phil and Kevin - went on to 
sign professional forms for 
Leigh. 

Phil earned #HN928 and made 


160 appearances for the club, 
scoring 375 points and also 
being rewarded with a 
Testimonial while Kevin 
#HN1023 made his Leigh 
senior debut in 1990, playing 
five times. 

Kevin said the family had been 
comforted by the huge number 
of messages of sympathy 
they’d received He said: “The 
number of people to send their 
condolences and messages of 
support have shown the family 
that not only was my dad well 
known but well liked. 

“It has been a great comfort to 
us all to know that my dad was 
a man who was so popular and 
well respected.” 

Billy was born in Rotherham 
but his family moved back to 
Leigh when he was only six 
months old. He lived in Mitchell 
Street and later Wilkinson 
Street before moving to the 
long-time family home on 
Ledbury Street. His neighbours 
included the Rowley, Bilsbury, 
Baldwin and Martyn families, 
so as you can imagine, rugby 
league was a common topic of 
conversation. 

As a young man, Billy worked 
in the pits but had a number of 
jobs including a crane and HGV 
driver, window cleaner and bus 


driver. He and his wife 
Margaret had five children - 
Kathleen, Barbara, Peter, Phil 
and Kevin but despite a busy 
family life was able to play 
football to a good standard. 
Billy coached the Leigh Colts 
team during the mid-1980s 
and actually selected son 
Kevin to play when he was 
only 14 years of age. Billy then 
became the club’s kitman at a 
time when the club enjoyed 
notable successes such as the 
Second Division Championship 
in 1986 and the club’s return 
to the top flight in 1992. 

On his retirement, Billy enjoyed 
playing a number of sports 
especially golf and crown 
green bowling. His enthusiasm 
for bowling was shared by his 
children, grandchildren and 
great grandchildren.

COACH'S COLUMN 

HMD COACH JOHN DUFFY 



What do you think you have 
learned about your squad from 
pre-season? 

I think the biggest thing we as a 
coaching team have learnt is how 
together the players are as a group 
and how much they actually want to 
succeed this season. We have got to 
get them to think like that every week. 

The players have been great because 
it’s been a really tough off season - 
one of the toughest I’ve been through 
as a coach and that’s how it needed to 
be if we want to make a good go of it 
this season. They are a great set of 
people who are going for one common 
goal which is trying to get some 


success at the club and that’s from me 
downwards. 

Every one of the players has really 
pushed their bodies - including the 
part-time players. They have all 
bettered themselves on last season. 

But as we all know, when games start 
it’s a totally different ballgame. We 
have put ourselves in the best frame of 
mind we possibly can. 

The overnight camp at the 
Anderton Centre really stands out 
for me from pre-season, what did 
that tell you about the players? 

I learned a lot about them as 
individuals and also how close they 
have become as a team. It was a great 
exercise and I’d definitely do it again. 
You see it in the way the players push 
each other at training. If they put balls 
down they try to be positive with each 
other but they’re also on at each other 
all the time. 

I don’t really have to say that much 
because a player would have already 
picked them up on it. That’s the most 
pleasing thing. I give them the freedom 
to do what they feel they need to do 
rather than me telling them ‘this is 


right’ or ‘this is wrong’. 

Last year we had to be on the players 
all the time but this group are a 
different kettle of fish. The way they do 
things when they’re not here is a big 
thing as well. In the Championship, you 
can’t really know or see where that 
player is during the day but now we 
have better players and personnel so 
we know they’re doing the right things 
away from here because they’re 
bettering themselves in training. Most 
of the lads in our squad have won 
things and they know what it takes to 
win things and be successful. 

We have had to turn a few players 
around which they’ve all bought into. 
Like, you’ll see that straightaway with 
Ben Reynolds, how much body fat he 
has lost. You can see with our shifts 
last week at Dewsbury how quick we 
are going into that line. 

The first half was a bit of a slog at 
Dewsbury but once you hit your 
stride in the second half, you really 
powered home. 

No disrespect to Dewsbury who I think 
are a gritty, well-led team but I think 
we were a bit too good for them in the

end. But it was tough -1 didn’t know 
how bad the wind was till I went down 
to the touchline. It was blowing a gale 
into our faces in that first half and we 
didn’t help ourselves with silly errors 
and penalties. 

Once we had a chat at half-time and 
addressed a few things, the players 
really nailed it in the second half. Our 
goaline defence was superb and we 
didn’t want it to break - you could hear 
the boys speaking all through the game 
about how they didn’t want to concede.

You had to deal with adversity too 
with Jarrod Sammut and Mark 
loane withdrawing from the squad 
through illness, what happened 
there? 

I had a bit of it as well and some of the 
other staff had it as well as some 
players. What it showed was that we 
have got to be a bit smarter in 
situations like that and tell players to 
stay at home because they’ve got to 
put the team first. It shocked us how 
bad they were - Mark (loane) was in 
A+E with it. It’s tough when it comes 
because we’re always together and it 
spreads like wild fire. We had to try and 
stop it as soon as we could by sending 
the lads home. It was a bit of adversity 
but we dealt with it well. 

All through the preseason you’ve 
made reference to what a big deal 
it is to play at home and how 
special it can be. Finally, we are at 
home, how important is that? 

We didn’t give the debut shirts out at 
Dewsbury because we wanted to do it 
at a home game. So we will do it on 
Saturday. It’s always a massive 


occasion. 

The coaching staff keep telling the 
players all the time what it’s like to play 
at home and we’ve all felt that as well 
because we’ve played for Leigh 
whether it was here or at Hilton Park. I 
hope the players will help to fire up that 
North Stand all game. 

Sheffield Eagles are a team Leigh 
have had some real battles with in 
recent years, are you expecting 
more of the same on Saturday? 

We should have got beaten by Sheffield 
here last year - Anthony Thackeray 
absolutely ruined us. We have got to 
make sure our details are spot on. 
Sheffield have signed really well and I 
think they’ve looked a lot more 
aggressive in their games against 
Doncaster and Halifax. I thought they 
were great at Halifax and should have 
won really. 

Sheffield are well coached - I’m good 
friends with Mark Aston - and I think 
they will go really well this season. We 
have got to make sure we nail the tip 
sheet and get everything in place we 
need to to get something out of the 
game. 

On Monday all the Leigh players 
attended the funeral of Alan Platt. I 
know you thought a lot of him... 

I was good friends with Alan Platt 
having met him for the first time when I 
played. Then when I got the coaching 
job last year, I went to see him and 
spent some time in the office with him 
and his lads and we reconnected. It 
saddened me so much when he died. 

He was a great bloke who I liked 
because he was no-nonsense; he will 
be sadly missed. I wanted all the lads 
to be there for his funeral. Watching 
Leigh gave Alan and his lads a lot of 
satisfaction, whether it was at the 
Sports Village or Hilton Park. It was 
important to me that we did him proud. 

Howe Bridge Crematorium was packed 
on Monday and we couldn’t get in. He 
was a great supporter and great 
sponsor of this club.

LCTV’s Mark Taylor 
caught up with 
Sheffield Eagles coach 
Mark Aston at the RFL 
Season Launch in 
Huddersfield to get his 
thoughts on the 2020 
campaign ... 


Sheffield are the first team to 
come to the Leigh Sports Village 
this season - a team that always 
give Leigh a tough game. How 
do you feel you are progressing? 

I hope it’s a tough game -1 would 
have liked it to have been a little bit 
later in the season because we’re 
not always firing at the beginning of 
the season. We are looking forward 
to coming to the Sports Village - it’s 
a great facility and a pitch we really 
enjoy playing on. We had three really 
good games against Leigh last year 
which could have gone either way. 

I remember being in control in that 
game at the LSV then Leigh came 
back and got us in the last couple of 
minutes. It’s a tough place to go and 
Leigh have recruited really well and 


it will be a good benchmark for us. 

Leigh have Nathan Mason and 
Ben Hellewell on board this 
season - two players you had at 
various points on dual 
registration from London. What 
can you tell us about them? 

Most importantly they are both good 
blokes and were integral to us when 
they came to us from London. They 
both played in the 1895 AB 
Sundecks Cup Final against Widnes 
with Hellewell playing at centre 
against Anthony Gelling and was 
outstanding.

Leigh Centurions got 
their 2020 Betfred 
Championship season 
off to the perfect start 
with an impressive 
36-10 win at Dewsbury . 

Ben Reynolds scored a try and 
kicked six goals from as many 
attempts as Leigh shut out the home 
side in an excellent second half 
display. 

Leigh Head Coach John Duffy was 
delighted with the way his side 
dominated the game after the break. 
He said: “It was a really, really tough 
game. Dewsbury stuck to their game 
plan and I thought our discipline was 
poor in the first half. 

“We asked for more discipline in the 
second half and we got that. When 
we did get good ball I thought we 
looked really, really classy. 

“It was a tough, gritty performance 
and the second half from us was 
really professional.” 

Leigh were without close season 
signings Jarrod Sammut and Mark 
loane who were suffering with with 
illness. But there were debuts for 
Ben Hellewell, Nick Glohe, Danny 
Addy, Matty Wildie, Alex Gerrard and 
Callum Field. Cameron Scott, who is 
with Leigh on season-long loan from 
Hull FC, also started on the wing. 

Playing into a stiff wind, Leigh 
struggled to get going in the first half 


and Dewsbury led in the eighth 
minute when Addy was penalised for 
obstruction and Paul Sykes kicked 
the conversion. 

Having been forced to defend for 
much of the opening quarter, Leigh 
made the most of a rare opportunity 
with a try in the 19th minute. Josh 
Woods barged his way through from 
close range and Reynolds added the 
conversion to make it 6-2 for the 
visitors. 

Dewsbury replied with a try from 
Adam Ryder after some nice 
interplay on the right edge and 
Sykes added the goal superbly from 
the touchline. He also added a 
penalty seven minutes before half¬ 
time to give his side a 10-6 lead. 
Moments before half-time, Leigh 
levelled things when Scott finished 
off a slick short side attack to score 
in the corner. Reynolds kicked the 
conversion off the touchline to make 
it 12-10 at the break. 

The second half was completely 
dominated by Leigh as they added 
four converted tries without reply. 
Hellewell hit a nice line to barge over 
for his first try for the club in the 
52nd minute before a nicely delayed 
pass from Gregg McNally created 
the opportunity for lain Thornley to 
go over.

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IMPROVING 
OUR GAME 

DEREK BEAUMONT WRITES... 



As we embark on a new season 
with some minor amendments to 
our rules, I thought I would share 
some ideas I would explore 
further to improve our game as a 
spectacle. 

The NRL has always been viewed as 
the trend setter, the leader of the 
sport, perhaps as it’s one of the 
biggest sports in such a big country 
and therefore generates much more 
income which in turn provides better 
salaries, attracting more athletes to 
that specific sport. 


A rather significant change that 
they have made is to introduce 
the 20/40, a reverse of the 40/20. 
This is something I think can 
work along with some 
suggestions I will also make 
later. 

I have in previous years somewhat 
naively been critical of referees’ 


performances. I have also since then 
highlighted the difficult position they 
find themselves in, with so many 
decisions to make instantly that can 
then be viewed critically under a 
microscope of slow motion. 

Take, for example the Challenge Cup 
Final and Robert Flicks, a senior 
referee I hold in high regard. In the 
very early stages of the final he set 
his stall out that he wasn’t to be 
going to the screen on every call and 
would make his mark on the game 
and how he was going to officiate it. 
His call at the pace of what he saw 
was the ball wasn’t grounded and 
was dead and made that call with 
conviction, believing it to be right, 
when slow motion replays showed it 
to be incorrect. 

It’s an isolated incident but can have 
a big impact and I think referees find 
themselves in a position where they 
can’t really win. If Robert goes to the 
screen so early and it is proved to be 
dead, by as clear as he had obviously 
believed, then some are critical, 
saying: ‘Why do the refs always go to 
the screen? Why don’t they just 
make the call?’ 

The big issue this creates, in my 
opinion, is that the amount of rules 
they have to judge on and the 
severity of the punishment for the 
calls they make can have too much 
impact on the result of a game, so 
when those calls are wrong, it can 
cause such big problems and 
frustration amongst spectators, 
which I believe is affecting the 


number of people now watching our 
game. 

When you look at football, for 
example, possession changes so 
quickly between teams that it isn’t 
really that critical if a free kick isn’t 
given that should have been or one is 
given that shouldn’t have been, as 
the possession can quickly reverse. 

In reality, it’s mainly just the severe 
decisions of a penalty or not that can 
have a significant impact whereas in 
Rugby League possession is 
absolutely vital. 

Therefore, when a decision is made 
to give a penalty, say for example for 
an incorrect play-the-ball and this 
gives possession to the other team, 
say on play one, it is a massive 
advantage, especially when the other 
team can kick many metres out of 
you to touch. If that call is wrong, 
then it becomes a serious blunder 
that otherwise wouldn’t be as noticed 
or as much of an issue. 

If say, for example, that play-the-ball 
was deemed incorrect so you had to 
retake it, but it was now classed as 
‘play two’ then there is a 
disadvantage to trying to play-the- 
ball incorrectly because you lose a 
tackle, but it doesn’t pass possession 
and if the call is incorrect, it’s not as 
controversial. Anyway, more on that 
thought process shortly. 

So back to the 20/40 rule change 
over in Australia. I think this is a great 
concept and is one I would head at 
the top of the other changes I am

going to suggest. Here’s why. The 
game is becoming very tight and 
robotic as the coaches implement 
defensive structures and strategies 
that are hard to break down. Very 
rarely these days, particularly in 
Super League, do you see tries from 
breaks inside a team’s own 20 
metre area. I have often said the only 
way a team really gets to a good ball 
set from a yardage set is by being 
piggy backed up field of the back of 
a penalty or by kicking a 40/20. 

In the scenario of a 20/40, defences 
that are ramping up to contain a 
team in a yardage set would need to 
consider dropping both wingers back 
to protect the kick, which creates 
more space in the defensive line, or 
one winger back and move the 
fullback across, which also creates 
more space in the defensive line, 
albeit not quite as much, but then 
presents space behind the line 
centre field. This, I believe, will make 
for more attacking rugby, particularly 
coming out of yardage and using the 
kick itself when successful is 
another way a team can get out of a 
stranglehold, other than relying on a 
penalty. 

As I stated earlier, Rugby League is 
about possession and, in particular, 
possession in territory. We often see 
people refer to the penalty count and 
assess whether a referee has been 
fair, based on the penalty count. In 
reality, the disparity in the penalty 
count has nothing to do with the 
referee in my opinion, despite them 
issuing them and it isn’t something 
they should be judged on, or 
influenced by when making 
decisions or being aware of that total 
during a game. 


They are there to officiate and if a 
team is giving away penalties then 
they have to award them. If one 
team makes no errors resulting in 
penalties and one makes 20 and we 
have a 20-nil penalty count it 
shouldn’t matter one bit and 
certainly shouldn’t reflect on the 
referee. We all see situations which 
reinforce my previous comments 
where penalties are given to a team 
in good ball on, say, play one, maybe 
after an error by the opposition, or 
even after being awarded a penalty. 
Although it’s a penalty, unless taking 
two points it doesn’t really provide 
much of an advantage. However, the 
same penalty awarded on play five 
provides a significant advantage. 

This is where I think we can change 
the punishment or disadvantage 
from various errors and keep the 
penalties where a team can kick 
metres out of you and get a full set 
or kick to goal for two points 
restricted for the serious foul play. 


Therefore, my second suggested 
change would be the knock-on. 
When Rugby League was formed 
in its own right the set of six 
was eventually implemented, 
whereby you then turn over 
possession to the opposition. 
Previously, under the unlimited 
tackle rule, when you could go for 
long periods without the ball as you 
see in rugby union, it would have 
been important to change 
possession in such circumstances, 
but I question why that should be the 
case under our set of six code. 

Possession is key, as we know, so 
the consequence of a knock-on is 


significant, resulting in a scrum 
which nearly always results in 
possession to the other team. I 
believe this restricts players trying 
plays, particularly in certain areas of 
the field, where the consequences of 
losing possession are greater. What 
if it was the case that a knock-on 
meant you were classed as held, 
where you recover the ball? You 
haven’t gained an advantage from 
dropping the ball or knocking it on 
from trying a play. If the other side 
pounces on the loose ball before you 
then they gain possession, but if you 
recover it, you keep it and move up 
the tackle count. This can also be 
implemented in the rucks, which 
again can assist referees. If they 
believe a knock-on has taken place 
in a ruck, where the player is tackled 
rather than a rip, then they add a 
tackle to the count on top of the 
tackle made so there’s a 
disadvantage to the knock-on or 
loose carry. The rip, however, is a 
blatant act to gain an advantage so 
the penalty should be the 
punishment. This would also remain 
the case for a high tackle, dangerous 
tackle or contact to the head. 


My third suggestion would be 
the incorrect play-the-ball. This 
is something being clamped 
down on this season and has 
already started to cause 
controversy due to its 
interpretation by different 
referees and I believe the slight 
advantage the offence can give 
you is severely outweighed by 
the punishment. 

In our game against Dewsbury we

saw this, I think, on four occasions. 
One was when we were coming off 
our own line, I think ten metres out 
on play two, seeing us surrender the 
ball to the other team. Others 
involved players still trying to clear 
the tackle, or arguably not as the 
case may be. 

The advantage to an incorrect play- 
the-ball is a faster ruck against a 
retreating defensive line. If this 
results in that play having been a 
tackle and play it again then the 
defence is certainly set and there’s a 
clear disadvantage to the attempt, as 
you have lost a tackle and lost the 
momentum you would have gained 
from a correct play, as the play has 
been stopped. Again, markers 
interfering or holding down is foul 
play and slowing down the game so 
a penalty should be the outcome 
making for attacking rugby to create 
a better spectacle. 


My fourth and final suggestion is 
my biggest bugbear: the offside 
rule at the play-the-ball. I don’t 
believe there is a game gone by 
where you can pause the play on 
screen and see players offside 
at least once where it is not 
penalised. 

Now that isn’t a criticism of the 
referee, they are watching the ruck, 
the markers, the correct play-the- 
ball, a clean pick-up and largely 
depend on the touch-judges. Now 
the players can only move when the 
ball is played, therefore the touch- 
judges also need to be looking at the 
ruck, to then look back and at the 
pace of the game it’s often missed 
or not known for sure. 

My issue here is it places a lot of 
emphasis on a referee and the 
possibility of them being criticised 


for influencing a game. As we said 
earlier, if a team can only get out of 
yardage off a piggyback from a 
penalty then giving the penalty can 
be extremely influential and, as 
previously stated, more so if that is 
given on play five. My point is that, in 
my opinion, on most plays you could 
call offside. It’s a case of when it’s 
seen or not and this causes the 
problem. So, what’s the benefit of 
being offside when the ball is 
played? Obviously, you can get to 
your opponent quicker and tackle 
them. 

Does that cause them that big of a 
disadvantage that you were, let’s 
say, two yards offside and closer to 
them that they should be able to 
kick, say 20 or 30 metres out of your 
territory and then start over with six 
tackles? I don’t believe it does. In my 
opinion, it should simply count as a 
zero tackle. Therefore, there is no 
benefit and indeed a loss to being 
offside as you have lost some 
metres and the tackle count is the 
same. If you continually did it, the 
team would still be on ‘play one’ and 
on your line, but it would take maybe 
20 incorrect calls from a referee to 
change from yardage to good ball, 
rather than one, so a mistake by a 
referee, if one were made, would 
have little impact on the overall 
outcome of the game. 

Clearly, there has to be a balance on 
the level of punishment to the gain 
that can be achieved by foul play to 
prevent it from happening. I believe 
my suggestions meet that but am 
aware others will think I am barking 
mad, then there are those who will 
think they are good ideas really but 
will disagree because they were 
written by me t#. To cap it, you 
would still apply a team warning to 
the offences, if consistent, as you

would if they were deemed 
penalties. Therefore, in summary 
they are penalties with a different 
outcome of zero tackle plus one 
tackle but a combination of those in 
succession lead to a team warning 
and the consequences associated to 
that as normal. 

I have touched on the above 
previously with Ralph at the RFL and 
with respected journalist Martyn 
Sadler whom I think covered some of 
it in his League Express publication 
but I was compelled to write about it 
again in more depth at the start of 
the season, particularly having 
watched my first ever game of 
American Football in the Super Bowl 
after being urged to watch it with my 
son. Crazy game in many ways and 
took two hours to watch it, using fast 
forward which is another story, but 
what was interesting was you got 
your time with the ball, irrespective 
of penalties moving you five metres 
forward or five metres back, you had 
your four downs. 

I think Rugby League would be a 
better sport to watch with less 
swapping of the possession for 
judgements open to interpretation by 
referees in a no-win position, with 
far too many decisions to make on 
the spur of the moment. 

I don’t believe any of them get 
anything wrong on purpose, just like 
I don’t believe any of our players 
make the mistakes they do in a 
game on purpose. The latter aren’t 
highlighted as much as those by 
referees, but I do believe we can 
help them by making the 
consequences of the decisions have 
less impact on the overall outcome 
of a game.

There are very few of these 
shirts‘in the wild’and on the 
rare occasion they crop up on 
eBay spark a feeding frenzy, 
regularly fetching decent money.

Ex-Centurions Mick Nanyn and 
Michael Ostick delivered the 
programme to 20 local job 
seekers. The Mentoring Circles 
programme provides support to job 
seekers on how to succeed in life 
and be better prepared for their 
careers.
